CO ino "black smallpox" was raging 
• throughout t tie country, 1 took 
™j the disease in St. Louis r.nd wrs 
« immediately hurried off to Qunr- 
,-,o antino Island, a few miles below 
'•ui the city, where I was nuaranteon- 
• 00 led for thirty days. Having been 
vaccinated with pure virus wheu 
a small boy, my case was only a 
mild type of varioloid. There 
were some 160 cases of smallpox 
on the Island and I embraced the 
opportunity to study the disease 
in all its different phases— from 
the time the first red pimples ap- 
pear on the face until the entire 
body was -a mass of corruption, 
from the crown of the head to the 
soles of the feet. 1 alao saw in 
Union county, a year or two ago, 
sevoral cases of the disease now 
provalont in this State, and the 
disease has but few peculiarities 
analogous to the genuine black 
smallpox I saw on (Quarantine 
Island. And there is also a slight 
difference in mortality. At Quar- 
antine Island the death rate while 
I was there was fully forty per 
cent. I have heard of no deaths 
from the disease in this part of the 
State, although hundreds of cases 
have been reported. Probably 
the article we have among us is it 
mild form of the disease, which 
fails to vitiate the entiro system 
and refuses to result fatally. Bnt 
far lie it from me to say it is not 
smallpox. The proper authorities 
have so pronounced it and taken 
the necessary measure to prevent 
its spread. Yet for the life of me 
I can not help but regard it as 
being so far a very mild and inof- i 
fensive kind of smallpox.

Wo have small-pox and a nuin- 
Ivr of paraoni bare boon exposed 
Tho disease is in the country west 
of town and two cases in town. 
It so happens that this outbreak 
is among intelligent white people, 
ami wo expect intelligent l o-opcr 
nlioll in our efforts to stamp it out 
Call it what you please; it is a 
loathsome disease that 
wants, and the sooner it 
cliockjd the better. 

All persons who bare 
or have been exposed to it, are 
placod under quarantine and posi- 
tively forbidden to leave the infer- 
ted premises, or allow others to 
enter same nnder penalty, 

Parents, guardians, heads of 
families and physicians aro requir- 
el to report all suspicious cases, 
Within twenty-four hours, to tho 
hoalt li authorities. 

[li consequence of this preva- 
lence of small pox it is hereby or- 
dered that every person living 
within the Marion, (>ak(»ro\o and 
Cisco Chapel school districts who 
has not heeii successfully vaccina- 
ted within the past 8 years be 
racciuated at three places beforo 
next Monday noon, and that all 
physicians performing vaccina- 
tions within said limits lie roipies- 
ted and Instructed to furnish this 
board with a list of all persons 
vaccinated by thoni — a separate 
list being kept of indignant per- 
sons lor presentation to the Fiscal 
Court, and that all physicians in 
Marion aro requested to assist in 
pressing the work of vaccination. 

Tho I!. .a rd of Health is grati- 
fied to BUnOBnoe that it has the 
hearty co-operation of tho people 
and by reason of this the two 
cases iu town aro effectually quar- 
antined and the people can with 
perfect tafety COme to Marion for 
tho transaction of any business.

Scientists, how- 
ever, who desire to study them, will 
find little difficulty in doing so, for 
there has never been n time when 
so much interest was taken in deep 
sea explorations as at present, and 
among the curious objects that arc 
brought up now and then from the 
deep waters are colonies of these 
sea anemones. 

MUSHROOMS AS FOOD. 

Their I sefulnrss l ies In the I'nlnt- 

sbleaoaa They <;we to Mhos 
l oud Materials, 

Kecent investigations made by the 
department of agriculture show that 
mushrooms are about equal to po- 
tatoes in the element of nutrition 
that goes to make flesh and blood, 
but that on the other hand, they 
do not hold much of the fuel stuff 
required to keep the body machine 
running. Containing, as they do, a 
very large percentage of water, they 
may be said, in a sense, to corre- 
spond with fresh vegetables in re- 
spect to food value. The notion thnt 
their composition resembles closely 
that of meat — a conception which 
has caused the term "vegetable 
beefsteak" to be applied to them — 
is an ghaurd error. One would huve 
to consume eight pounds of mush- 
rooms in ■ day in order to tuke the 

plai f the ordinary rntion of bed 

or mutton. 

The great usefulness of mush- 
rooms lies in the palutubleness which 
they give to other food materials. 
This is a matter of no small impor- 
tance from the point of view of the 
economic expert in dietetics, who 
looks upon the attractiveness of 
diahes as a notable element in their 
value. In this country only one 
species of fungus is utilized to any 
extent for the tnblc— namely, the 
common field mushroom with pink 

gills -whereas in Europe a dozen or 

more varieties are eaten. 

This common mushroom is a trifle 
more than Ul per cent, water. It 
contains nearly four per cent, of 
flesh-forming stuff, three and one- 
half per cent, of starchy and BUgUry 
substances, and one per cent, of fut 
and liber, with one-hnlf of one per 
cent, of mineral material. There are! 
other species which are more nutri- 
tious such as the "oyster mush- 
room" but they are not sufficiently 
well known in the I'nited States to 
be worthy of consideration.

"Every school child is aware that po- 
tatoes are classed a - starch foods, and 
that their bulk is made up largely of 
water. ... It is chiefly on account 
of the starch content thut potatoes ure 
eaten, und while they ure apparently 
not economical foods, owing to the 
urge proportion of water which they 
Contain, this is not actually the case. 
In other foods, as for instance, rice, 
there is four times as much nourish- 
ment as in an equal weight of potatoes, 
but tin n water or milk is added to the 
rice in preparing it for the table, so 
that when ready to be eaten it very 
much resembles potatoes in the as- 
similable proportion, bulk for bulk. 
Equal weights of the two foods do not 
cost as much in « ach case. 

"Heine chiefly starch, the potato. is 
valuable as a source of muscular ener- 
gy und docs not serve to build or re- 
pair the body tissue, except in a very 
small degree, This explains why po- 
tatoes are generally served with foods 

rich in tissue*maklng propcri lca ( such 

as meats, and w hy it is that 1- £c num- 
bers of the country population of Ire- 
land and Germany are I0 poorly nour- 
ished. Potatoes alone ure a very one- 
sided diet.

ART OF BREATHING. 

lOlentMc Hon All Over the World Arc 
lieu I mi I iik lo Hreouulxe lis 
Importance 

It is perhaps one of the signs of 
the times to those alert for indica- 
tions thut the art of breuthing has 
become more und more a subject of 
attention. Oculists us well us physi- 
ologists go deeply into its study in 
a way hardly to be touched upon in 
a limited space. Physicians have 
cured uggruvuted cases of insomnia 
by long-drawn, regulur breaths; 
fever-stricken patients have been 
quieted, stubborn forms of indiges- 
tion mods to disappear. A tendency 
to consumption may be overcome, as 
some authority has within the past 
few yeurs clearly demonstrated, by 
exercise in breuthing. Seasickness, 
too, mny be surmounted, and the vic- 
tim of hypnotic influence tuught to 
withstand the force of an energy 
directed aguinst him. 

There is ii famous physician of 
Munich who has written an exten- 
sive work upon the subject of breath- 
ing. He has, besides, formulated a 
■yatcm by which asthmatic patients 
are mude to wulk without losing 
breath, while sufferers from weak- 
nesses of the heart are cured. At 
Meran, in the Austrian Tyrol, his pa- 
tients ure put through a certain sys- 
tem of breuthing nnd vvulkiug. The 
mountain paths are all marked off 
with stakes of different colors, indi- 
cating the number of minutes in 
which a patient must wulk the givon 
diatnncOi the breathing and walking 
being in time together. As the cure 
progresses the ascents 
steeper und steeper.

And a Fortune Besides, Will an 
Old Pensioner. 



Wabash, Ind., Nov. 22,-Start- 
iiiR thirty years ago in debt $11.81 
anil depending for a livelihood 
wholly on a pension of fifty dol- 
lars por month from the govern- 
ment, the estate of Henry Wens- 
lor, of Kpiker s, now amounts to 
moro tlmn *2.">,000 and is growing 
at a rapid rate. What is still more 
curious is that the government, 
having paid Wensler this pension 
for a generation, will at his death 
receive back the fifty dollars per 
month and $8,000 in addition. 
Such a state of affairs, says special 
agent Stephens, of the Pension 
Bureau, who^hns just mado a visit 
to Wabash to investigate the case 
has never before come within the 
ken of bureau officials. 

During the war Wensler enlist- 
ed from this county, in the Eighty 
ninth infantry. While on a march 
in the south he suffered sunstroke 
and became deranged, and though 
he has not at any time been vio- 
lent, he has been to an extent in- 
capable of managing his own aff- 
airs, For twelve years after his 
affliction Wensler was confined in 
the hospital for tho insane at In- 
dianapolis, and was discharged as 
harmless and as requiring no at- 
tention. 

Through a guardian he applied 
for and received a pension of $50 
por month, granted because of his 
mental condition. 

Included in the pension grant 
was an order for "back pension 
money," and this small sum was 
the nucleus of the fortune as it 
now exists. 

Wensler's actual living expense 
was less that fifty dollars a month 
and the excess was added regular- 
ly to his bank' account. 

As a result in May, 1900, Mr T. 
F. Payne, Wensler's guardian, re- 
ported to the pension bureau that 
the total trust money in his hands 
amounted Co 188,480, less $1,211. 
consumed in administering the 
guardianship. 

Kach month the government 
continues to pay the undiminish- 
ed pension, while the uutouchod 
fortune steadily increases itself in 
the nutural course of investment. 
As Wensler is without kith or kin 
his entire estate will revert to the 
government. 

He lives alone and occupies his 
time in training horses and huck- 
stering. Since 1807, when his wife 
obtained a divorce, .he has taken 
great pride in assuming the role 
of a woman and child hater.

Mathis, an alleged counterfeiter, 
and also moonshiner, who lives 12 
miles oast of |t his place. Early 
Sunday morning Hugh Montgom- 
ery's horse was found standing at 
the gate of Curdy Hal), a neigh- 
bor of Mathis, and Mathis' house 
burned to the ground. Upon fur- 
ther investigation two partially 
burned bodies were found in the 
ashes of the burned building, 
which have been identified as the 
bodies of the deputy marshals. 
Jofin A. Montgomery's horse has 
not been found, and it is supposed 
that Mathis made his escape on 
this horse afte* the men had been 
killed and the house set on fire. 

Mathis was indicted last sum- 
mer for making and passing coun- 
terfeit money, and was out on bail 
on a two thousand dollar bond 
The principal witness against him 
was a negro living in the Bame 
neighborhood. About one month 
ago the negro was assassinated 
The two Montgomery's went to ar 
rest Mathis for making moonshine 
whiskey, and it is supposed that 
they were prevailed upon to re 
main for the night and were shot 
while guarding their prisoner. A 
posse of thirty or forty of the lea 
ding citizens of Oxford went ou 
to the^ scene of the murder, anc 
every effort will be made to cap- 
ture the murderer.

Madisonville, Ky., Nov. 25. — 
The St. Bernard Coal Company 
the largest in this county, if not 
the largest in the State, surrend- 
ered its Kentucky charter and wil 
incorporate under the laws of the 
State of Delaware. This step was 
taken in order to secure protection 
to its property, and its employes 
in the Federal Courts, which it 
claims it has not been able to se 
cure from the State ^authorities. 
Tho St. Bernard Company em 
ploys some two thousand miners 
and is a large taxpayer, having 
been tho chief instrument in bring 
ing Hopkins county from a pau 
par county to the Seventh county 
in the Stute in productive and tax 
paying capacity.!

"Green Goods" Suckers. 

According to the New York 
Journal and Advertiser, the best 
men in the United States secret 
service and the cleverest inspect- 
ors in the post office department, 
are at present working in the at- 
tempt to discover the details of a 
new green goods scheme, which 
was worked until a week ago from 
Manhattan, and which is at pres- 
ent being operated from Jersey 
City and from Chicago. The vic- 
tims are second, third and fourth 
class postmasters, who do not dare 
complain to the government. It 
is known that since the first of Ju- 
ly more than a thousand postmas- 
ters have been swindled out of 
sums ranging from $250 to $1,000. 
The principle of the game is the 
same as that of green goods game 
But in this twentieth century bun 
co game only postmasters are in- 
vited and they are urged to pur- 
chase, instead of money, postage 
stamps from "the undestroyed 
plates of the government. The 
postmasters are lured to the city 
by samples which are sent by mail 
These samples are the genuine 
stamp. When the victim reaches 
the city all of the old fashioned 
games of substitution are put in 
practice.
